*Chicken-artichoke casserole 
3 lbs. chicken thighs 
1-1/2 t. salt 
1/2 t. paprika 
1/4 t. pepper 
6 T. butter 
1/2 1b, fresh mushrooms 
15 oz. can artichoke hearts 
2 T. flour 
3 T. sherry 
1 cup chicken broth 


Season the chicken with the salt, pepper and paprika. 
Brown the chicken in 4 T. of butter. Remove the 
chicken to the casserole. Add 2 moreT. of the butter 
to the skillet and saute the mushrooms for five minutes. 
Add the mushrooms to the chicken in the casserole. 
Stir the flour in the skillet and cook it slightly, then 
add the chicken broth and the sherry. Cook five min- 
utes. Place the artichoke hearts around the chicken 
and mushrooms and pour the sauce over all. Cover 
and bake at 375 degrees for 40 minutes. 


*Spinach-sage casserole 


2 packages of frozen chopped spinach cooked and 


well drained. 

Mix 8 oz. of cream cheese and4T. melted butter. 
Add 1/2 t. salt and a dash of ground pepper. Stir 
into the hot drained spinach and mix well. Mix 
1 cup of fine bread crumbs with 4 T. melted but- 
ter and 1 t. ground dried sage. Sprinkle this on 


top of the spinach in a 1-quart buttered casserole. | 


Bake 40 minutes.
